Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Abbott, 



III et al. (US 2002/0032689 A1). 
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With regard to claim 1 Abbott provides for a memory aid device (Fig.1) 
comprising: image capture means for capturing an image (Fig.1 element 121); situation 
analysis means for generating data denoting the current status of a predetermined 
condition (Fig.1 element 100 paragraph 24 lines 3-11); comparison means for 
comparing the generated status information with previously stored status information 
also relating to said predetermined condition and being associated with at least one 
previously captured image ( paragraph 25 note identifies one or more state information 
group corresponds to generated status information, and identifying recall tags 
corresponds to previously stored status); and image recall and display means ( Fig.1 
element 132), wherein the occurrence of a positive comparison by the comparison by 
the comparison means causes the image recall and display means to display the at 
least one previously captured image associated with the previously stored status 
information, the at least one previously captured image including visual memory cues 
to assist a persons memory recall ( paragraph 25). 

In regard to claim 2, Abbott provides for a memory aid device, wherein the 
predetermined condition is the location of the device and the situation analysis means 
comprises position finding means (paragraph 29, note GPS). 

As to claim 3, Abbott provides for a memory aid device, wherein the position 

finding means includes location data processing means (paragraph 29, lines 16-25, 

note location information about the location of the object). 
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In regard to claim 4, Abbott provides for a memory aid device, wherein the 
location data processing means comprises global positioning system receiver 
apparatus (paragraph 29, note GPS). 

With regard to claims 5-8 and 10 see claim 1 above. They recite similar 
limitations as claim 1. Hence they are similarly analyzed and rejected. 

As to claim 9, Abbott provides for a memory aid device, wherein the 
predetermined condition is the presence or absence of a human face in the captured 
image and the situation analysis means comprises means for analyzing the captured 
image to detect the presence of a human face (paragraph 31 , note face recognition). 

In regard to claim 1 1 , Abbott provides for a memory aid device, wherein the 
predetermined condition is the time and/or date and the situation analysis means 
comprises means coupled to a source of the time/date data and operable to determine 
when the current time/date satisfies predetermined criteria for recall and display of one 
or more previously captured images (paragraph 31 , lines 9-16). 

With regard to claim 12. See claim 1 above. It recites similar limitations as 
claim 12. Hence it is similarly analyzed and rejected.
